seekers afler knowledge are hopeful that as 
the result our stock of astronomical know­ 
ledge will be greatly inoroased. 
All along the 
bolt, wherever scit3ntlfio parties had stationed 
themselves, obs«rvations were made with suc­ 
cess, and accurate photographs were taken of 
the different phases of tfie ecÍip.se., 
The obsorvation.i seem to have been pecu­ 
liarly

At Des Moines the rose- 
colored protuberances of the sun appeared 
to the num ber of five or six, the largest 
being on the snu'a southw estern quarter.

degrees during the progress of the eclipse. 
The darknoas during the totality was Intense. 
Venus and Mercury were se^n by the naked 
eye. 
At Shelbyville quifo a host of scientific 
men had gathtnred together. 
Professor Wln- 
lock u.sed the new instrument, the spectroscope, 
with woiidertul success. 
In the spectrum of 
the prtHuberances of the 'im he oliserved eleven 
bright lines, not more than five having been 
ol)»erved heretofore. 
Between the moon and 
the earth he oliserved a shower of meteors. 
Photographs of the sun were taken at different 
times (luring the partial ob.scuration. 
The 
be.autifiil rod protuberances were visible to the 
naked e y e ; so also were the stars Mercury, 
Vega, Venus and Arcturus. 
At Springfield 
and Mattoon observaUons wore also mudo by 
several scion tifie men, and photographs taken 
of the .sun. 
One of the telescopes used at Mal- 
toon was provided willi moans for accurately 
measuring the divisions of the protuberancias 
on the sun and the corona. 
The mercury fell 
forty-two degrees within one hour. 
W hat are those protuberances that project 
from the corona? 
Do tliey, uft *r all, belong 
to the sun ? 
What are the bright lines which 
Professor Winlock observed in the spectrum ol 
those protuberances? 
These arc the ques­ 
tions which are upjiermost in every mind and 
which acionlific men will now have to sot 
themselves to answer. 
We shall no doubt 
have all m anner of speciilutlons, and theories 
innumerable will be given to the world. 
But 
we are not without tlio hope that. If scientific 
men give themselves to the work and lend to 
each other helping hands and heads, some 
definite and satisfactory result will be attained. 
The spectroscope has proved itself a mighty 
agent In the hands of the astronomer. 
Pho­ 
tography has liccome an agent scarcely less 
uaehil. 
It will be a credit to the United 
States if her sons succeed in first pointing the 
way to a complete solution of the composition 
and general character of the great aolar orb, 
the mighty king of day.

TU» 
plienomeoon xaow as “Bailey’s Beads" was also 
distinctly wttnessaff. This ubanomonon. Professor 
Pearce thinks, is occasioned by the refraction of 
light. H ots also aatuticd that the corona or halo 
at the time of tho total olisouratiou nan occuaioncd 
by the snn’s atmosphere. 
At Mattoon observations wore m ade by Proffesaors 
G. W. Hough, of Dudley Gbserv.ttory, Albany, N. Y.; 
David Murray, of Untgers College, New Brnnswlok, 
N, J„ and others. The Instrum enta m ade use of 
were the ordinary teteacopes. One of thorn, how­ 
ever, waa provided with m eans for accurately mea­ 
suring the dtvsrslons of the protaberances on the 
sun, aud the corona or surrounding lialo.

graph was employed to note aceurdioly the tim e of 
the different nhenomena- Tho tim e was obtained by 
Ugmputo oommnntoalioa with Dudley Observatory, 
at Albany, N. Y. 
At ten m inutes and fifteen seconds 
post fonr the eclipse eommencod. the moon’s first c on 
toot with the snn oocurnog when the form er was nine­ 
teen degrees soutk of the solar equator. 
On the west 
side the thevmoESSter, wnicti a tew moments before 
had risen to lOj dssreos, began to full rapidly. At 
eleven m lnnlsa and seventeen seconds past five 
o'clook 
tbs 
sun became totally obscured. The 
darkness was equal to th at of a m oonlight night, 
iiud tho toroperatm-e w as forty-two degrees cooler 
than one ho-ir before. Tbo eclipse ended at niuo 
minntos aud twonly-lwo seconds past six o’clock. 
In the obnervaUuus taken the phenom ena oorre- 
spouued pteolsoly with the oomputatlons previously 
made.

Wiiile the Corainlsslonera are all reputaole aud in­ 
telligent men, whose characters are believed to lie 
uutuipeacliable, the resiralul upon tlieir official 
trausactions IS too slight to satisfy many as to the 
infallibility of iliolr Judgniout and the propriety 
of tho mode of procedure. AJroady the warning of

On yesterday evening wo were Informed, by a gen­ 
tleman just troui Edgefield court House, that the 
Crosswell difficulty had culminated to a iearful trsge- 
dr. On last Weduesday afteruoon Mr. D. Cresaweil 
aiid an older brother, Mr. Charles Crcsswell. left this 
city to a buggy to return to their homos, near Nliiety- 
■IX, 8. C. Late on the evening of that day the two 
brothers reached Eilgfleiu Court House and stopped 
for tbe night at the village tavern. On yesterday 
morning, between eight and nine o’clock, the Cresa- 
wclls again started on ibetr journey, taking to tbo 
buggy with them a sixteen ehuotiog Wlncheeter 
rifle, as If anticipating trouble. They had not 
been gone long when some one came Into town and 
•aid roe two men had Imen mnrdeied. A party im­ 
mediately went out to ascertain If the rumor was 
correct. A mile and a half from Edgefield, on the 
road to Ninety-six, the bodies of tne crflssweBs were 
found. The older, Cnarles Cresswell, w.ts perfectly 
dead—the body beinx almost riddled with buckahot. 
D. cresswell was seriously If not fatally wounded. 
One band was pierced by two bails; the other hand 
by one; the chin was also ntruck; one ball entered 
the side, another the stomach. The latter it re­ 
ported to have said that two men concealed by 
ihe wayside fired slmuitaneougly aa they saw the 
buggy, afterward making their escape. He Idenil- 
fleiT one of the party as George Addison, Jr., a 
brother of a young lady concerned In a previous 
affair.

Tho Cabinet (Heeling on Tuesday— 


3>oes It Mean ? 


We learn by telegram from Washington that 


a Cabinet meeting will be held on Tuesday 
nerct, at which nearly all the members are ex- 
pected to be present, and when the most im- 
portant subject for consideration, will bo the 
Cuban question and our relations with Spain 
with regard to il. Considering that, the Presi- 
dent and the members of the Cabinet are away 
from the seat of government in different direc- 
tions, taking, as the rest of the world lakes at 
this seasoa, some recreation, there is reason 
to believe this sudden return and holding a full 
Cabinet council has som3 unusual significance. 
The question naturally arises, what does it 
mean? What new movement about Cuba and 
Spain? It is said the call 
has special reference to this subject. 


The removal of Admiral Hoff from the com- 


mand of the United States squadron in the 
Gulf and around Cuba immediately after the 
seizure of the Spanish gunboats which were 
under construction in this country iifflicates a 
change of policy relative to Cuba. We do not 
know wfiat the nature of the instructions to 
Admiral Hoff were since he was put in com- 
mand of the Gulf squadron, and he may have 
been only doing his duty under them; but we 
do know that our fleet was doing service for 
Spain more than protecting American citizens 
or American interests. If there be a change 
of policy, therefore, on the part of the govern- 
ment about Cuba, ns there seems to be, it is 
consistent and proper that another 
officer 


should be placed in command of the Gulf 
squadron. 
The most suitable man, probably, 


for that important post just now is Admiral 
Porter. 
la connection with these movements 


we may notice the language of the Secretary 
of State in his address at Newburg on Satur- 
day, implying t'aat he was prepared to recog- 
nize and 
follow public sentiment. 
Mr. 


Fish said, 
"if the 
people ol my owii 


State 
and 
of 
the 
United 
Stales will 


be pleased to bear with my infirmities I 
shall m all things defer to their better judg- 
ment, and believe that their judgment has con- 
firmed them in the right." It is not known cer- 
tainly whether the Secretary had or had not in 
his mind Cuba and the fact that public sentiment 
is strongly in favor of the Cuban cause; but as 
this is the most prominent subject now en- 
gaging tha publin mind it ia reasonable to sup- 
pose he had. At any rate he emphatically 
recognized the justice and right of popular 
opinion and his duty to conform to it. In a word, 
tha Secretary proclaims his faith in the old 
doctrine of vox poputi vox Dd. 
If by his 


infirmities he means his shortcomings hereto- 
fore on the question of Cuba, the people will 
be prepared to forgive him, as he desires, 
should he from this time forth follow public 
sentiment and conform to the public will. 


Looking at the action of the government in 


seizing the Spanish gunboats we cannot doubt 
that it is to bo followed up by more decided 
and vigorous measures with a view to aid, in- 
directly at least, the Cuban patriots, so as to 
secure ultimately the independence and annex- 
ation of Cuba. The pretest for seizing these 
gunboats is good enough for- all diplomatic 
purposes, but there must have lieea another 
motive or arrtcre pensee for the action. We 
do not suppose the Peruvian Minister was 
much afraid of these vessels going round Cape 
Horn to attack his country or that the admin- 
istration really apprehended such a contin- 
gency ; but it was fair enough to seize them on 
this pretext and will answer all the purposes 
of diplomatic palaver. 
However, the Ameri- 


can people understand that it is a movement 
in favor of Cuba, and so it will be understood 
by Spain and the world. The administration, 
then, is committed to the cause of Cuba. 
It 
cannot 
go back 
without humiliation 


and 
the 
contempt 
of 
the 
world. 
It 


must go- forward ; for if by any • chance 
the Cubans should 
fail 
to 
secure their 


independence through the timidity or inaction 
of the United States, after our government has 
taken this step, we should be laughed at for our 
weakness by all nations. 


It is said that the Cabinet council to be held 


on Tuesday will also discuss the question as to 
what further instructions should be sent to our 
.Minister at Madrid. If the recent news from 
Spain can be relied upon, to the effect that 
tbe Spanish coveratueat had set its face 


against parting with Cuba on any conditions, 
further instructions on this matter to General 
Sickles would be useless. Wo hope, however, 
tlio government of Spain is not so blind to 
what is transpiring iu Cuba and to the impossi- 
bility of holding that island much longer. Cuba 
can never more be useful to Spain as a colony 
if even the insurrection could be put down, 
which is not at all likely; while as an indepen- 
dent State or as a portion of the United States 
she might have a considerable trade with the 
island. 
The United States have been far more 


valuable to England in this respect than they 
would have been as coloniea. But, however 
wise or unwise Spain may be with regard to 
Cuba and to the efforts of the United States to 
stop bloodshed and the ruin of the island, our 
government has but one course to follow, and 
that is to act in accordance with the almost 
unanimous sentiment of the country. 
Cuba 


must be free, and, if necessary, through the 
action of (his republic. 
Spain would not be 


so insane as to go to war with us, and would 
yield to necessity if the government should fol- 
low up boldly its present course. On this 
question the administration can make itself 
popular, as all parties are for Cuba. The 
press of Europe even acknowledge that the 
independence or acquisition of the island 
through the interposition of tte United States 
is the only solution of the difficulty. 
Will the 


Cabinet council on Tuesday decide to go for- 
ward in this matter or to stand still?

Venus and Mercury wero sejn by the nakec 
eye. 
At Shelbyville quite a host of scientific 


men had gathered together. 
Professor Win- 


lock used the new instrument, the spectroscope, 
with womlerlul success. In the spectrum o 
the protuberances of the ?un ho observed eleven 
bright lines, not more than five having been 
observed heretofore. Between the moon and 
the earth he observed a shower of meteors. 
Photographs of the sun were taken at different 


beautiful red protuberances were visible to the 
naked eye; so also were the stars Mercury, 
Vega, Venus and Aroturus. At Springfield 
and Mattoon observations were also made by 
several scientific men, and photographs taken 
of the sun. One of the telescopes used at Mat- 
toon was provided with means for accurately 
measuring the divisions of the protuberances 
on the sun and the corona. The mercury fell 
forty-two degrees within one hour. 


What are those protuberances that project 


from the corona? Do they, affcr all, belong 
to the sun ? What are the bright lines which 
Professor Winlock observed in the spectrum of 
those protuberances? Theae are the ques- 
tions which are uppermost in every mind and 
which scientific men will now have to set 
themselves to answer. 
We shall no doubt 


have all manner of speculations, and theories 
innumerable will be given to the world. 
But 


we are not without the hopo that, if scientific 
men give tbemsclvps to UiK work and land to 
each other helping hands and heads, some 
definite and satisfactory result will be attained. 
The spectroscope has proved itself a mighty 
agent in the hands of the astronomer. Pho- 
tography has become an agent scarcely less 
useful. It -will be a credit' to the United 
States if her sous succeed in first pointing the 
way to a complete solution of the composition 
and general character of the great, solar orb, 
tha mighty king of day. 
Something, we feel 


assured, has already been attained in this 
direction. 
Astronomy will be fairly entitled 


to the name of the Star-eyed Science-when 
she shall have driven this other mystery from 
the dominion of nature.

nearer the source of light? We shall yet 
know whether the great king of day covers 
himself with a robe of light which is all his 
own or whether even he struts about in bor- 
rowed raiment.

City Politics—The State of Panic*. 


It is very evident, from tbe graphic sketch 


given in the article under the head of "City 
Politics," published in yesterday's HERALD, of 
the state of parties in this city, that the com- 
ing campaign will test the policy of the Tam- 
many leaders to the utmost.

democrats, hitherto a very placid voting body, 
are becoming restive.

The SngqncUanna Kailroad War. 


The battle of injunctions going on at Albany 


about the Susquehanna Railroad assumes a 
very interesting aspect. 
Our correspondence 


yesterday and to-daygives a pretty clear state- 
ment of the origin of the war which the irre- 
pressible Fisk, Jr., is leading on tho side of 
Erie against the president and treasurer of the 
Susquehanna road. 
It appears that the affair 


has a very dark foundation, as coal seems to 
l>e at the bottom of it all. The Albany and 
Susquehanna Railroad has hitherto been run 
very satisfactorily in the view of its original 
design, which, among other things, was to 
reduce the price of coal by the facilities of 
transportation from certain mines in Pennsyl- 
vania. It is alleged, however, that this system 
clashed somewhat with the interests of the 
Erie road in the matter of certain contracts 
which Fisk had made with other Pennsylvania 
mines. 
There are, of course, many other 


stories abroad to account for this amld'en inter- 
ference with the management of the new road, 
and there were not wanting plenty of judges 
to issue injunctions on all sides. 
As the 


matter stands now it would be hard to say 
who is in possession ; but, as Fisk said as soon 
as he got out of the hands of the police, he 
has been "in twenty such scrapes before," and 
it is quite probable that he may come out of 
this one with the standard of Erie flying. 


Absorption of all the railroad interests, as 


well as steamboats and operas, is the ruling 
passion with Fisk, Jr. 
The Susquehanna 


road connects with the Erie at Biughamton, 
and Fisk probably thinks that if it is not a 
branch of the Erie it ought to be ; so he en- 
deavors to get possession of it by indirectly, 
through some of the bondholders, instituting 
charges of malfeasance against President 
Ramsey and Treasurer Phelps. and to obtain a 
transfer of the receivership to himself. At the 
close of the fight on Saturday it was a drawn 
battle. There was, in fact, no legally recog- 
nized receiver at that time, and things were 
slightly chaotic, but Judge Peckham promises 
lo decide that question this morning. Then vre 
shall no doubt have another meteoric shower 
of injunctions.

It is now souio months since James llng- 


gerty was appointed United States Consul at 
tho city of Glasgow, Scotland. 
There were

To appoint such a man to so important a posi- 
tion as that of United States Consul in such a 
city as Glasgow, if the government at Wash- 
ington were not ignorant of the man's antece- 
dents, could only be regarded as a wanton 
insult to the British government and people.

Abroad. 


By recent cable despatches wa learn that 


the treatment of certain British subjects, held 
captive and otherwise supposed to be badly 
used by President Lopez, in Paraguay, was 
descanted upon by the English Under Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, in Ihe House of Com- 
mons. The Secretary stated that the last ac- 
count of the condition of the captives came 
from some American noral officers. 
It is 


curious to notice how much official information 
reaches the British government from American 
sources— such, for instance, as that little epi- 
sode of tha Abyssinian war. But that is not 
the point to which we mean to refer just now. 
It is this — that the British government never 
loses sight of its subjects wherever they may 
go ; that it never fails to look after their wel- 
fare and to extend lo them protection as far as it 
uau.

v»u uuiat aimit lliat it gonorally 


carries its point in this respect. As far as the 
Englishmen in Paraguay upon whom Lopez 
has laid his hand are concerned, they may or 
may not deserve the restraint imposed upon 
them. They are said to be a number of scions 
of some noble English houses, who have, aa a 
matter of adventure, thrown themselves into 
the turmoil of this Paraguayan war, and are 
found fighting occasionally on one side or the 
other— with the allies to-day and with the im- 
perialists to-morrow. 
If this be so Lopez 


may not ba much to blame in putting them in 
safe keeping. 
But the British government, in 


thus investigating the circumstances and de- 
claring its intention to protect its subjects, if 
any wrong be done them, affords a striking 
contrast to the policy of our government with 
reference to our citizens in Cuba and else- 
where. It presents an example which our ad- 
ministration might follow, we think, without 
sacrificing its dignity or conflicting with the 
supposed consistency ol our much misunder- 
stood neutrality laws. England still knows 
how to protect its citizens abroad, whether they 
be right or wrong. 
We seem to have lost or 


forgotten the inspiration of 1812, which de- 
manded that American citizens should ba re- 
stored to thair rights, no matter what foreign 
flag covered them or what sovereignty claimed 
their allegiance.

tion by drowning. Soon after eight o'clock he re- 
turned to the house and passed np to the room— No. 
4, at the right of the front stairs — where tile corpse 
of his brother was lying. The people in tlie honse 
hoped that lie had become calmer aud would soon 
become reconciled to his bereavement, but this hope 
was speedily dispelled. The report of a pistol rang 
turouiru the building. Members of the landlord's 
family rushed to room No. 4, and there beheld 
Michael Smitii lying, lo awlul agony, beside the dead 
body of his brother. lie had discharged a Derringer 
pistol into his own body, intending that the ball 
should pass through his heart, as lie afterwards 
said, and produce instantaneous death. But his 
aim had been imperlect, the heart was missea, 
t!ie ball entered just below the front side of 
the left breast, auu passing backwards with a slight 
downward inclination, medical aid was immedi- 
ately called and all tttat kindness, sum and science 
could do was done to atleviale his sufferings. At 
the present writing, ;tea o'clock P. 11.,) the unfortu- 
nate man is still living, but entirely unconscious 
and sinking fast. There is 110 probability tnat ho 
"will live until morning. 


He expressed deep resret that his life had not 
ended with the report ol the pistol and snowed 110 
desire to live. His brother aud bess friend, he said, 
was gone and he must go, coo. On a piece of a 
Blank leal, torn from a note boolc upon his person. 
were found these words, very legibly written, iu bis 
own handwriting, "Bury us together," Wliatpeu 
could add to tae pathos of such a story as this? 
The body of John F. was taken to ths cemetery 
and deposited temporarily in the deid house.
